Charles F. Murphy, leader of Tamma- 
nv Hall, met the newspaper men today 
with the prediction of a landslide for 
his ticket. 

“We will win by 150,000,” declared 
Murphy, who, in the last three weeks, 
has been moved tc’ break his sphynx- 
like silence more often than in any 
previous campaign.

AID OF THE AD MEN 


Friends of Home Will Try to 
Enlist the Services of 
the Club. 


It now remains for the Atlanta Ad 
Men’s club to save the Industrial Home 
for the Blind from sale under the ham- 
mer today. At a public meeting held 
in the interest of the home in the 
First Baptist church, where it was 
hoped that the necessary $8,000 needed 
could be secured by loans or volunteer 
contributions, only a dozen men were 
im attendance. These men subscribed 
$475. 

When. the handful of men. who at- 
tended the meeting had taben count 
of the sum subscribed they united fn 
prayer and after serious deliberation 
it was decided that there was but one 
way that a roof could be kept over the 
blind of this city. 

“If we could get co-operation from 
the Atlanta Ad Men’s association I am 
sure we could save the day,” declared 
David Woodward. “The members of 
the Atlanta Ad Men’s association are 
the men to look to for aid. I am con- 
fident that if we could get them to 
take held of the project we wquid be 
able to rehibilitate the home for 
the blind.’ 

It was forcefully brought out during 
discussion last night that the home 
can easily be made self-supporting. 
The appeal for a capital sufficient to 
enable the inmates of the home to

was earnestly made by P. F. Bauk- 
night, the blind secretary of the home.

Simmons, chairman of the Board of Directors of the Simmons Hardware Company, have said much in regard to the present 
condition of crop output, its money value and what the citizenship of the United States may expect in the next twelve months 
concerning business conditions. Each of these men are in touch very closely and in a very substantial way with the sections 
they represent. In the lead of this article the World’s Work Editor has summed up the situation from the interviews of each of 
these men in the following words: “Times are normal, we have no ‘boom’ and no depression. It is a good time for the sane 
conduct of business and a cheerful attitude toward life.” 


Mr. George M. Reynolds says: “Every man of affairs gives much thought to the crops. Never before had wé produced more 
than three billion bushels of corn, nor more than one billion two hundred million bushels of oats, and only three times in the 
past had the wheat yield exceede@ seven hundred and thirty million bushels, and then by small margins, and in 1912 cotton was 
well beyond the average crop production.” This he says of 1912. In the principal crops this year, 1913, the promise of two 
billion three hundred and fifty-one million bushels of corn, one billion sixty-six million bushels of oats and twelve million five hun- 
dred thousand bales of cotton is really only scant as to corn, and the record-breaking returns of that cereal in- 1912 assured a 
gengrous carry-over. Wheat is establishing a new high point, seven hundred and fifty.fgfftir million bushels, and as this cereal

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Inasmuch as the best information available indicates that the aggregate of all crops will not be far below the average, 
the satisfactory prices now prevailing point to a continuation of the purchasing power in all the rural districts, except those 
where losses have been the most severe. He finishes by saying the normal requirement of upward of ninety millions of our 
own people, coupled with what we can command of the trade of the world, ought to prevent acute pessimism. 

President W. W. Finley says: “Business conditions are favorable. The southeastern farmer is thus in a fortunate position 
of having products to sell at a time when he may expect to realize good prices. Therefore, expect that the consequent enlarge- 
ment of the purchasing power of the farmer will benefit all lines of business in this section. Southeastern manufacturing estab- 
lishments are generally working on full time and enjoying a good demand for their products. But the economic strength of the 
southeastern section as an agricultural and manufacturing region, producing its own raw material and fuel for power, is so 
great tha. there is no reason to expect any set-back in business.” He says, “I see no reason to apprehend any depression at 
this time.” 

Mr. Henry Wallace, in ‘his article, sums the entire subject up in these few words: “Fundamentally our business is on a 
sound basis with no symptoms of a panic and tendency to conservatism both in production and consumption. Business has been 
anticipating reductions in the tariff, and has been going slow, which is both the wisest and safest metl od when we are passing 
through a fog, whether on land or on sea. It may be that the anticipated jar will not be felt much except in sections which 
had excessive protection.” 


Mr. E. C. Simmons, whose firm for years has had a crop and financial reporting system throughout the entire country 
through which this firm operates, extending from the Great Lakes to the Pacific, and south through the entire section to the 
Gulf, both west and east, has probably the most sensitive cognizance of the businéss and financial condition of any commercial 
concern in the entire United States. He says: “I do not believe that the public—speaking generally—realize how favorable busi- 
ness conditions are. When you come to sum them up carefully, though there is no cause to believe we will have any boom in 
business during the next six months, there are many excellent reasons for confidence in the outlook. Since the panic of 1907 
great unusual conservatism has been shown in the buying of general merchandise. The merchant has been compelled to buy 
thoughtfully and carefully and in small quantities. My judgment is that the majority of the retail merchants, during the past 
six years, have not bought more goods than they felt confident of selling within three or four months. The manufacturers have 
been more active in collecting, the merchant has, therefore, become a prompt collector, improving business conditions wonder- 
fully. This proves that the merchant’s stocks on the shelves is light, consequently his obligations light, which indicates. that 
business is in a healthy condition. As the basis of our prosperity comes from the soil and from its products, there seems to 
be no reason to doubt that there will be a good business—-or perhaps I might say a large volume of business—at fairly good 
prices. Therefore, if my judgment is correct, the two principal crops of this country, corn and cotton, are such that there is no 
reason for anxiety or uneasiness. And in considering the corn crop, this additional fact should not be overlooked: States that 
grow corn for consumption, but not for shipment, I mean such states as Wisconsin, Indiana, Ohio, Mississippi, Louisiana, etc., 
have larger and better corn crops than they have ever had before; and corn is so high now that It makes a far greater value 


than previously.”

On its financial page today The Consti- 
tution publishes the Bradstreet table of 
clearings for the last week in October, with 
comparative percentages of the changes 
from the same week in October of the past 
year. 

Four Georgia cities are listed with the 
other clearing-house centers of the country. 
They are Atlanta, Macon, Augusta and Sa- 
vannah. Of these four, Atlanta, of course,

October of 1912 is 27.3. Augusta's percentage

The showing of these four clearing- 
house centers of Georgia is significant and 
unmistakable. They reflect faithfully the 
financial and industrial conditions, trade 
generally, for the territories of which they 
are the natural business capitals. In each 
instance the percentage of increase is 
phenomenal. Contrast them with the show- 
ings of other cities occupying, relatively, 
their strategic commercial importance from 
Maine to California. New York and Boston, 
representing the east, show a decrease. San 
francisco, representing the west, shows a 
slump, also. New Orleans and Louisville, 
representing the southwest, a decrease. 

Bank clearings are the accepted stan- 
dards of prosperity. Contrasted, then, with 
the other commercial centers of the coun- 
try, the showing of Georgia’s four centers 
indicates a prosperity that makes Georgia 
stand out like a figurative mountain above 
the rest of the nation. 

Georgia’s phenomenal lead over the rest 
of the country and thé manner in which the 
table is spotted with decreases does not 
mean there is a touch of hard times else- 
where or anywhere. The fact that fifteen 
more cities show increases than decreases 
dispels that fallacy. The negligible ratio of 
most of the decreases is another indication.

PIG, CORN AND COMPANY. 


The organization of pig clubs among the 
boys in Georgia constitutes nothing less 
than an epoch in the agricultural history 
of this state. The propaganda is being un- 
dertaken by the federal department of agri- 
culture, in. co-operation with the state col- 
lege of agriculture, and has the hearty in- 
dorsement of Dr. Andrew M. Soule, presi- 
dent of the college. The pig clubs are to 
be operated in conjunction with the corn 
clubs. which have already recorded a nota- 
ble suecess. Breeders will be induced to 
contribute one blooded hog to the club and 
the ultimate aim is to train the boys in 
the profit of marketing their corn on the 
hoof instead of in the sack. 

It is unnecessary to elaborate upon the 
success of the farm demonstration work of 
the government in Georgia, whtre it 
touches boys\.corn clubs. Already, this 
agency has awakened the interest of lads 
throughout the state in the subject of busi- 
ness agriculture. The contagion has also 
spread to adults, with the result that there 
is a new and inestimable force loosened in 
the state in behalf of the most practical 
sort of agriculture. 

The introduction of pig clubs will in- 
tensify this interest. The Constitution has 
many times insisted that Georgia offered 
unsurpassed advantages for the cattle and 
hog industry. With the climate and the 
food and the ranges, there 1s no reason 
why the state should not become one of the 
ranking American commonwealths in the 
production of pork. The state veterinarian, 
working with federal authorities, is accom- 
plishing substantial results in lowering the 
mortality from hog cholera. Other influ- 
ences adverse to the cultivation of pork are 
being rapidly diminished. 

Just as the corn clubs have given a 
decided impetus to Georgia’s corn output, 
so the pig clubs may logically be expected 
to show the, same results as touching the 
output of pork, for home consumption as 
well as for market. One of the best fea- 
tures of the undertaking is the inducement 


Efficient Housekeeping

THE CABBAGE FAMILY.: 


The cabbage family is a large one—broc- 
coli, cauliflower, Scotch and German greens 
or kale, Brussel’s sprouts, Kohl rahjs and 
their manv varieties, all spring from the 
Same source. 

The word cabbage is said to mean a ball 
of leaves folded over one another, so we 
have cabbage lettuce 
and cabbage rose and 
some folks have shown 
their contempt for the 
vegetable by making 
cabbage an adjective 
and adding a head to it, 
making a term of re- 
proachful significance. 

Cabbage requires a 
rich soil to produce 
fine, well flavored heads 
and it is faint praise to 
call a properly grown, 
well cooked head of 
cabbage delectable. 

Kolcannon is the 
Irish dish that has at- 
tracted favorable  at- 
tention among hearty 
diners wherever it is 
known. Equal parts of 
cabbage and potatoes 
must be used, The 
latter are cooked in 
their skins and peeled as soon as cool 
enough. The cabbage is cut in small pieces 
and boiled with salt pork, cut in cubes, until 
it is tender. The diced potatoes are added 
now and the whole mixture allowed to cook 
a few minutes longer. 

The yotato’s want of gluten is: supplied 
by the cabkage, and the pork gives the es- 
Sential fat, so that the dish is rich and nour- 
ishing and well balanced frum a dietician’s 
Standpoint. 

Cabbage, and all its relatives, has a pe- 
cullarly strong, disagreeable odor when 
cooking; this is not so pungent or so strong 
if it Is boiled in a large quantity of water 
in an open kettle. When a lid is put over 
cooking cabbage the odor 1s held in, to be 
sure, but when the cover Is lifted out rush- 
es a double dose of highly concentrated ex- 
tract of azote or cabbaze essence. A pinch 
of soda is efficacious, too, in lessening the 
disagreeable smell; add it when putting the 
cabbage to boil. 

Cauliflower should. be laid 
water for an hour before cooking. 
remove the outside leaves; they keep the 
flowerets from breaking apart. Put on to 
cook in boiling salted water to which you 
have added the essential pinch of soda, as 
for cabbage. Do not cover, but cook briskly 
until the stem can be pierced with a fork. 
This will be in about ten minutes. Drain 
and cool and separate the flowers from the 
stem and leaves. These may be spread with 
melted butter and seasoned with salt and 
pepper, so dressed there is nothing in the 
vegetable so delicate and full of flavor. 

Cauliflower may also be fried. Prepare 
it as directed and when cool dip the tufts 
in a milk and eg@ batter and fry a light 
brown in a little butter. This is often used 
as @ garnish to various meats. 

Broccoli is also fried in this manner.

Everything connécted with the life of the 
Italian adventurer Giovanni Casanova is 
full of romance as well as mystery. He was 
one of the geratest men of mystery of the 
eighteenth century. Born of a noble family, 
he alienated their affection bv joining the 
dramatic profession early in life. Even as 
a schoolboy of sixteen he showed traits of 
that adventuresome career which afterwards 
made him one of the most talked-of men 
in HKurope, the escapades resulting in his 
expulsion. He was then installed in a pre- 
late’s establishment by his parents; hoping 
to reform him, but all restraint being irk- 
some to his wayward disposition, he took 
to traveling. Thus began his life of adven- 
ture and intrigue which only ended with his 
death. 

Casanova journeyed to all the principal 
capitals of Europe and in turn was journal- 
ist, preacher, abbe, diplomatist; nothing very 
long except a jolly good fellow, which pro- 
fession he cultivated till the end of his duys. 
It was rarely that he was noz attempting 
to eScape from some trouvle tnto which he 
became involved, and he was finally de- 
nounced as a spy and imprisoned in Venice. 

- On the Ist of November, 1756, he sue- 
ceeded in making kh picturesque escape. His 
place of confinement was the famous. Piombi, 
afterwards made notorious by Silvio Pellico. 
The story of his escape from the sunken 
chateau is graphically told in his “Memoirs” 
and it is the most interesting portion of this 
remarkable work as well as the most decent. 
Published separately it gained him celebrity 
and made him the fashion. No one, however, 
believed his version of the affair for it ts 
too improbable to admit of belief; but who 
rendered him assistance no one has ever dils- 
covered, although there were many who 
would have been willing to have done so, 
for Casanova was a sreat favorite with a 
certain class of “free and easy” among those 
in authority, who admired him for his wit 
and his cleverness. 

When Casanova e&%caped from prison he 
made his way to Paris. Here his handsome 
appearance and affable manners obtained 
for him an interview with Léuis V, as did

Great, with Rosseau and with Voltaire. In 
Madame de Pompadour he found a kindred 
spirit. Italian Princes honored him, and 
even the Holy Father recognized his virtues 
by a decoration. 

In his fifty-seventh year, 1782, he accept- 
ed the post of librarian to Count Wald- 
stein at Dux, in Bohemia. Here he spent his 
declining years, living «ver again with de- 
light the exploits of his gedless life. These 
he decked out!with an cutraweous frankness 
in his “Memoirs,” whicn are a faithful pic- 
ture of Venetian manners and morals in 
their worst estate, drawn with what Janin 
calls “a marvelous instinct for vice and cor- 
ruption.” He probably died in June, 1798, 

The picturesque description of the many 
efforts Casanova made to escape as told in 
his “Memoirs,” reads as a tale from the Ara- 
bian Nights. For instance, he says, “One day 
in November I was walking in the garret 
while the jailor was sweeping out my cell. 
I kept a sharp and curious eye on the ob- 
jects that were distributed about me. Here 
I found a polished piece of marble, as I sup- 
posed, but which turned out to be a touch- 
stone. Upon another similar occasion I 
found a large fron bolt as thick as a man’s 
thumb and about a foot and a half long. 

“I concealed both of these in my cell. 
After four days of meditation I determined 
to make & hole in the floor of the cell under 
my cot, and this required the most delicate 
kind of work for night and day the guard 
was keeping a close.watch, and underneat': 
the cell was the department of justice where 
night and day prisoners were being tried. 
For nearly a year I was able to work only 
seconds at a time, on account of being so 
closely watched and this patience went un- 
rewarded for my plans were discovered and 
I was given another ceil, ard still wore 
closely guarded.” : 

Then he goes on to describe, with equal 
picturesqueness, his second and successful 
attempt, and if his story is true he must 
have been an equally wonderful man tn his 
effort to get out of prison as he was through 
life dodging about trying to eseape getting 
in. But nobody believes that Casanvuva es- 
caped from the Piombi through his own ef- 
forts, as he tells in his “Memoirs,” but who 
assisted him no one was ever able to learn.

Hon. Bridges Smith, mayor-elect of Ma- 
con, {n a communication in The Macon Tele- 
graph, suggests a menu for the banquets 
of “all-Georgia-raised food” to be held ever 
the state under the auspices of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce, on tie. evening of 
November 138. :

I have prepared a menu that will 
take with the aristocrat and the masses, 
something to .suit every taste and every 
appetite. I have endeavored to give variety, 
and at the same time something substantial. 
No sane man can sit down tc a banquet 
table covered with the dishes I have named 
and not find something there to eat and 
plenty of it. Instead of being brought to 
you on the installment plan in aggravating 
dabs, everything is on the table within 
reach, and there is no need seorching your 
soul inwardly with cussing that fool waiter 
for not hurrying. The only thing I ask of 
you is not to hurry, for there is no need 
to hurry.” 

Here is what the mayor-elect proposes 
as an all-Georgia bill of fare:
